SHARING AFltlCA. 

Great Britain and France Make an 
Agreement Delining Their KcsiK'ctive 
Territories. 

London, March 21.— The convention 
between Great Britaiu and France de- 
limiting their respective frontiers in the 
valley of the Nile, was signed to-night 
by the Marquis of Salisbury and the 
French ambassador, M. Paul Oambon. 

Broadly statetl the terms 'of the j con- 
vention are as follows: The exact fron- 
tier from the northern lino of the Belgian- 
Congo to he determined by a mixed com- 
mittee, it being agreed that Gi-oat Britain 
shall retain Bahr-el-Ghazel, with Darfur, 
France keeping Wadai (or Waday), west 
of Darfur, Kegirmi, south of Lake Chad, 
and. generally speaking the territory oast 
and north of Iiafce OhM lyingi north of 
the 15th parallel. The French, sphere 
will extend south of the Tropie of Cttii- 
cer to the western limit of the Libyan 
desert. 

The signatories agree to equality of 
c.iniinercini treatment from the Nile to 
Lake Cha<i, and between the 6th and 
l.">th parallels of latitude, France is 
permitted to establish coinincrcial houses 
on the Nile and its afliuents. The sig- 
natoriea undertake to refrain from exer- 
cising political or territorial rights out- 
side the frontiers fixed by the conven- 
tion.

Maitland-Kcrsey, mnunger of 
the Canadian Develoimient Company, 
has just returned from London and New 
YorK. He says in England the feeling 
on the AtiiR bill is against the measure, 
and there is also considerable disappoint- 
ment felt there because o*" the royalty 
on the output of the Klondike mines not 
being reduced as was expected.

nil n o would bo expended than is likely 
111 be taken out of the country for some 
eoiisidprablp time. 

.Air. Kersey refutes the statement pub 
li^.Ilell ill a [iress despalch in regard (o 
(he char(erinK in New York of (wo 
ocean liners to run between Victori; 
and Vnncouver and the Lynn Canal, and 
says the story must have emanated solely 
in the mind of some newspaper niiui, as 
no sucli vessels were thought of hy tht 
company. The now steel steamer built 
in the East (n sections for the Canadian 
Development Company is uow being 
shipped Nortli, Mr. Kersey states, part 
being now on the way to Skagway. She 
will be a magnificent steamer, replete in 
every detail, and practically unslnkable 
from the number of bulk-heads with 
which she will be provided. 

Mr. Kersey greatly regrets that the 
Dominion government has not before this 
removed the rocks out of tlie main chan- 
nel on Thirty-Mile river. In a letter he 
has received from the North, the states 
mcnt is made that last year on the 30th 
ot Mny there was only 19 inches of water 
in the river, the depth incrensing until 
•lune 20, when i( was -10 inches above 
low water level. Because of the rock 
mentioned, iMr. Kersey does not calculat 
on the navigability of the river beforr 
(he latter part of .Time. As previously 
stated, the company will opera(e a (lee( 
nf seven s(onmers on the northern lakes 
this coming year, and will supply almost 
I", daily service between Dawson and 
Bennett, besides giving a frequent scr 
vice (o .Vdin. The Canadian is now at 
the foot of Thirty-Mile river, and when 
navigation opens will iiroceed to Dawson 
and probably to .\ndriashi. jiicking up 
whatever freight there is offering for up 
liie river. The Victoria is at Fort 
Yukon, niul her first move will be 
towards Dawson. 

Mr. Kersey says tliat (hey will book 
passengers through from D.-iwson to (he 
Sound. Mr. Worlock, the company' 
agent at Skagway, arranging the ocean 
enii of the voyage to the best advantage 
of those travelling. 

Mr. Kersc.v expects to leave shortly 
for the North, and will go as far as pos- 
sible on the ice.

The discussion at the board of trade 
yesterday in regard to tlie application for 
.1 charter by the Kettle Kiver Valley 
railway company proved to be very inter- 
csU»B, and so many points were involved 
in it that nn' adjournment was taken until 
to day. Wc pi-Ment a very full report 
of the speeches, so that those members 
of the Board who were not present and 
may desire to betpresont and vote, to-day, 
may be in a position to know what was 
■advanced for and against the project. 
Much space is occupied by Mr. Bodwell's 
remarks. As Mr. Lugrin said, Mr. Bod- 
well presented the best possible case that 
could be made out for Mr. Oorbin, for 
it is the result of his long study of the 
question nnder instructions fi;om Mr. 
Oorbin. It is an interesting speech, but 
is specious rather than convincing. It 
scarcely touches the vitiil question in- 

. volv«»a,; vhictf is whether British' Oolura- 
bia shall bo' developed iii the' interest of 

i Canadianf!, or shall contribute to build 
np alien towns and alien farming com- 
munities. In inviting attention to Mr. 
Bodwell's observations, we do so bb- 
c.Tuse they comprise all that can be said 
from the standpoint of the applicants for 
the charter, whoever tliey may be In 
l)oint. of fact. A very large part of his 
remarks deals with matters not n^ally 
germtmo to the discussion, nis declara- 
tions o£ Mr. Corbin's intentions bind 
nobody. They would not liind Mr. Coi^ 
bin it made by him personally. The 
Coloni^;t sch's no '•-asou to depart from 
the position it took yesterday, namely, 
tluit the Kettle Valley railway project is 
for a line h.aving both its termini in the 
state of AVasliington. makhig a curve into 
this province for the sake of the l)iisi- 
nesK it can i)ick up here, and without 
Tvliich the rood would never be built nt 
all. 

The amendment moved by Mr. Davies 
to the motion to rescinil the resolntion 
passed by the Council of the Boanl of 
Trade last year, is worthy of careful 
VienisaJ, and will., we tliink, commend il- 
- H«lf to the Rood judgment of the public. 
Tt (a a reasonable pfoposition, founded 
Ttpon preambles that mtist be ondoraed by 
every one. 

' . .A point suggests itself in connection

A MAIU-yS NIOST. 

The' people who have uncurlhiMl that 
so-ciiUcd Russian boundarj- nouud . a 
hundred miles east of. Dawson have sim- 
, iply discovered a uuire's nest. The (lis 
! . rCovery may bi^ what it is ;illege<l to be, 
9-:.,ior„ it may not be. , The answer is ira 
<V;;4nnturi.nl except so far as it mayi serve 
' ■<(» ehi«t liglit upon the early history of 
the Fur North. No territorial claim can 



a dozen of them. If some one should 
find a series of mounds extending all the 
way from tlio Arctic to the Pacific, it 
would not affect the boundary question 
one iota. The older tlio mound shall 
he proved to be, tbi; less valuable it is, 
if it is possible for unything to be 0^ 
less value than something else that is 
worth nothing. 

Let us look at the case as if the so- 
called boundary mound' were a century 
olil. It is admitted, because it is a his- 
torical fact, that the respective 
claims of Great Britain and Ilussia to 
territory in the northwest of North 
America wore for a long time undefined. 
A Knssian trailing comiiany asserted ccr- 
t,iin riL;lus over certain areas, and tliesc 
were disputed by British companies. Now 
let us admit that while this condition of 
things existed, some one reprbsonting 
Unssian interests set up a boundary 
monument IdO miles east of Dawson. 
This would establish that at that time 
Kiissiana were in possession of the region 
where the mound was erected, and the 
fact would bi> very material, if the re 
spective (dainis of the two countries de^ 
pendeil upon occupation. ^Ye will con 
cede fnr the purpose of argument that 
some time previous to lS2o the Russians 
were in possession of the valley of the 
Yukon and its tributaries tOO miles east 
ot l>awson, and that this was the condi 
tion of things when llie pleiiipoleiitiaries 
of Great Britain and Ilussia mot at St. 
I'etersburg in that year to define the 
liDUudary. It is to be assumed that all 
llie data b(>aring upon the question of 
occiipal ion were snliniitted to thi> pleni- 
pnteiitiaries, and it is also absolutely cer- 
tain that after considering the whole 
case, they nrrivcd nt a conclusion which 
was thtis expressed in the treaty: 

The line ot demarcation between the 
possessions of the high contracting par- 
ties upon tlu> coast of the continent and 
the islands of America to the Northwest 
shall be drawn in the mMiner following; 
ComniiMicing from the southernmost iioini 
of the island called the Prince of Wales 
Island, which iinint lies in the parallel 
of i">4 degriM's. 40 minutes north latitude, 
and belween the lolst and l.'iSrd degree 
of west longitude (meridian of Green- 
wich), the said line shall ascend to the 
north along the channel called the Port- 
land Channel, as far as the point of the 
continent, where it strikes the 5fith de- 
gree of north latitude; from this last 
mentioned point the line of demarcation 
shall follow the summit of the mountains 
situated parallel to the coast as far' as 
the point of interssectlon of the 14lst de- 
gree of west longitude (of the same mer- 
idian), tind finally from the said point 
of intersection, the said meridian lines 
of the t-llst degree in its prolmigalion 
to the Frozen Ocean, shall form the limit 
between the Russian and British jiosses- 
tions of the Continent of America to the 
North West. 

The object of the treaty being to settle 
uiion a conventional line which woidd 
dispose of all disputes arising out of 
occupation, it is clearly absurd to sugv 
gest that proof ot occupation by Russia 
of territory acknowledged by the most 
solemn instrument to belong to Great 
Britain could in any way render tliiit 
instrument voiil. Ileiice if the monu 
mcnt antedates the treaty it is proof only 
of the enterprise of Russian explorer; 
and that the Russian government did not 
deem it desirable to base any claim upon 
the results (>f their enteniriso in tli 
region in qiieslion. 

Now let us consider the matter a 
though the mound were erected since 
1.S2."). lii that case it would be in con 
I r;i vent inn of llie treaty and of no effcci 
wliiilever. Tlui-i' is one way, and nm 
way only, in which the boundary be- 
tween Alaska and Canada in the Yukon 
valley can be detennined, and that ia by 
astronomical observ.ation. If since lS2ri 
any Uussian explorers erected a monu- 
ment eastward of the l-llst meridian, 
and did so uiuler a claim of right, tlioy 
wcre sinqdy trespassers, and gained no 
title for themselves or tlieir government 
thereby. The boundary between the 
United States and Canada is the -10th 
parallel for a long distance. XJiuIonlilcilly 
in some places Canadians have trespassed 
upon territory below that parallel, and 
United States citizens have trespassed 
upon territory above it. All persons 
who have noted the progress of settle 
meiit along the boundary where it 
passes through a new country know that 
settlers do not exactly regard the line, 
for the reason that they do not know al- 
ways where it is; but no one has over 
Iiretendod that this trespassing gave 
either natiiui a right .as against tlie other. 
Therefore if llie so-called boundary 
mound is of later date than 1825 it is of 
no valno whatever ns determining the 
liiinl.s of the two I'liiintries. 

We bnve of late h;iil stories Iriiiii .Vtlin 
of truces of Kiissiiin occupation there. 
It is wliolly probable that other evidence 
of the adventurous spirit of the Rnssiniis 
will be found in otiier parts of Nortlier.i 
Ilrilish ( "iiliimljin ainl'tlic Yukon. In- 
stead of jumping to the conclusion that 
such discoveries open the boundary ques- 
lion, wo should bear in mind that the 
very object of the tre.ity of lS2."i, which 
settles the claim of the United .States in 
llie most deliuite manner possible, was 
to dispose of all the op?n questions that 
might be raised by reason of acts of 
sovereignty or occupation exercised by 
eitlier Russi.-i or Great Britiiiii or the 
siibje<'iK of those powers within territory 
declariHi by trivity lo be t.h(> territory of 
the otiier. It is noedless to point out 
that all the United States bought froju 
Russia was what Russia owned under 
the tre;,ty of IS'-'.". We have not the 
treaty of 1,S(!7 at hiiiid, but oiu- recollec- 
tion of il is that Russia codes to the 
United .States expressly such territory as 
is described ns belonging to her in the 
treaty of 1825..^:.#'''

Over confidence is likely to be the result 
of a long lease of power, and it often 
takes years of experience in opposition 
to convince a political party that tliey 
are not invincible. 

Speaking for Briti.^li Columbia, we be- 
lieve the chances for the Conservalive 
jiarty to carry the province at the next 
I'dleral (dectimi are good, but the way to 
make sure of success is to prepare ns 
though the task were to snatch victory 
from the jaws of defeat. I'or this reason 
>ve heartily endorse what the Sun says 
as to the need not only of perfecting an 
organization, but of keeping it alive.

But it Is none the less true 
that to get the most efficient and economi- 
ciil administration we must pay high sal- 
aries In the important positions, This 'ip 
piles to provincial and municipal nilmlnls- 
eriitlon a^ well as to Domhilon nfTalrs. 
"'I'd |iiiy men well, to work them hard and 
to liiilii them responsible," are the right 
lines In ;,'o upon In every case. In mliiil- 
cipiil all'iiira the elected representatives 
of the people often show tlienisivs so in- 
capable of buslnoRslIke adnilnlstriitlnn that 
the only hope Is to give more power to the 
leading offlclnls— "pay them well, work 
tlicin hard nnd hold them responsible." The 
first condition is ns iraportnnt ns the lasr. 
Ability will always cnnminnd Its price, a 
fact which banks, railway companies and 
other great corporations Imve fully ree<ig- 
nlzod. It holds equally true In the publle 
service, nnd It is a misfortune tb.nt It Is 
not equally recognized. A clerk who doei 
Ills work bndly may be dismissed, and no 
great harm Is done. But nn incompetent 
head of a department will cost the public 
ten or a hundred times the amount which 
wonUl securo the services of a really good 
officer. 

Of course, it « will be useless to pay a 
Ugh salary If.' other considerations than 
those of efficient service prevail, if a man 
Is appointed because he will let the alder- 
i men have their own way or because he Is 
I a party heeler out of a Job, disastrous con- 
i seipienees are Inevltalile. If party service 
I Is to be paid for out of the public e.i- 
chequer, It would be fnr better to give a 
man a penainn outright, and not ask from 
I Idin any public service or give hlin any 
responsibility. An Incompetent man at tin 
department is ivorse than noiu

loeiit. crllli-lzliig the adinlulatrathm of the 
island'.'-- liiiiinees. and coinpbilnlng more es- 
pecially of the high saliirles paid to lead- 
ing oriiclals. most of tlu-ni Englishmen. 
Sn far as .Tamalca Is concerned, we believe 
the ciim|)!aliits are larRcIy Justified, and 
.Mr. Chamberlain agreed to consider any 
reasonahle and specific proposals for re- 
duction,; hut he emphatically rejected aa 
although obsel'ete and Irrelevant the idea 
Hint positions In the colonial service are to 
be regarded ns "a species of public plunder 
to be illspnted between natives of .Inmaica 
and aliens enjoying the patronage of the 
Colonial secretary." He went <ui to laj- 
down the principles on which. In his view, 
such question should be dealt with. These 
principles he laid dnwn so clearly and eni- 
idmllcnlly that It Is worth while to nv 
produce them In Ills own words: 

"The success of any business, whether 
public or private, must always depeU'l 
far more <,n the quality, of the higher of- 
ficials employed thanj fin .the subordinate 
staff, and it isi necessary; in the interests of 
good governmenti.to, maintain such a scale 
of Hiilnrlcs for the highest posts ns will at- 
tract competent men Into the public ser- 
vice, give the government the command of 
training nnd experience, whether from In- 
side or from outside a colony, and rewnird 
long service and consiilcunus ability by 
substnntlal promotion. I adhere to this 
principle ns essential not only for ilie gen- 
eral efficiency of the public service, but 
also. In particular, for the safeguarding ot 
that economy, both In expenditure nnd tax- 
ation, which the signatories ot the minor- 
ity report ileiunnd. The true secret of ef- 
ficient and honest ndmlnlBltatlon Is to piiv 
men., well, to work tbem.hard, and to hold 
them responBlBle..M OUrlO^Vmyj-torm'. 'of 
office as secretary of state for this depart- 
ment I have been Impressed with the op- 



al all, for Incompetence does not always 
mean non-hiterference. Efficient and ci 
perlenced subordinates are often overriddoi 
by nn incompetent outsider who has been 
foisted upon them for 'political consldern 
tlons, and It Is .no wonder that competent 
men in the public service are discourngcd. 
The result Is to lower the level of efflclency 
all round by keeping men of ability out 
ot the service, and makhig It simply a 
refuge for the Incompetent. No doubt It 
Is sometimes of advantage to Introduce a 
nmn of outside experience, for the round of 
official duties Is not always the best train- 
ing for men who have to come directly 
Into contact with the public. Hut there li 
no doubt that Mr. Chamberlain lays down 
a thoroughly sound principle when he says 
that to secure' economy and efficiency long 
service and conspicuous ability must be 
rewnrded by substantial promotion.

This charter, 
it will bo rcmeuiberod, was souglil last 
year and refused, the board at tliat lime 
e.xi)rcssiiig disaiiproval of tho iiroji'ct, as 
not in the best interosts of Canada or of 
Brilish Coluiubia. Y''ostorday's business 
crystallized into a resolution in the direc- 
tion of iieg-ativing the iiclion of l.SOS, 
witii an aniendnienl alllrniing the stand 
taken last year, and idling in the pream- 
ble numerous loason.s for the course then 
adoiited. The case of tlie charter appli- 
cants was very fully and effectively pro- 
sontod by Mr, E. V. Bodwcll, who has 
long acted as solicitor for Mr, Corhin, 
ami is therefore closely In touch with 
all the facts bearing ui)on the question; 
while Messrs. D, 11. Ker, .Toshuu Davies 
anil C, II. Lugriu spoke with force and 
directness in opposition to the charter 
application and in support of the amend- 
ment. It was all but si.K o'clock when 
Mr. Lugrin resumed liis scat, and a.i the 
list of siieakers was oven then far from 
(Exhausted, it was deemed wise to ad- 
journ tlie deliate until to-ilay at three 
o'clock. The motion for tho continuii- 
lioii was made by Mr. "\V. 11. Ellis, sec- 
ondoil by Mr. .1. H. Todd, and generally 
approved as alTordiiig o]i|>ortunity for 
those iireseiit to digesl the urguineiits pro 
and con adilured by llie four speakers of 
the afternoon. 

In introduciug the business of the da.v, 
ProsidiMit Kirk traced the history of tlie 
Kettle River railway project, from its 
tiori, wliiidi was iironiptly transmitted to 
board, reading from tho minute book as 
to the action recnrdeil. Tlio council of 
the board, after hearing tho rei|iiest of 
tlio railway promoters for an endorsii- 
tioii of their application, had referred the 
matter to the special committee on rail- 
ways, of which Hon, B, W, Peurso wnsj 
chairman, and this committee in their 
report at a subsequent council meeting, 
had said: 

"Your coininittoe beg to report that la 
thplr opinion the granting of a cliarter to 
Mr. Corblii to run a railway Into the Kettlo 
Uiver eoumry, from near Fort SUcppanI, 
would, l)y divert lag trade to tho south of 
the boundary, bo highly detrluientiil to 
tlie Interests of the prov'.noe, and that this 
sliotild also be at once bronglit under tho 
i.ntlco of the chairman of the railway coin- 
iclttee of the liouso." 

'I'liis expression of opinion was con- 
nirreil in by llu> council «n the 25th of 
Feliruary, ISiiS, anil a telegram was 
sent to Ottaw.'i, opposing the application 
for charter. On Feliruary 2(> this tele- 
gram was supplemented liy a letter to 
Hon. A. C Blair, minister of railways, 
to the following oO'cct: 

"The attention of this board hns been 
(lirei tcd to the apiiUcatlon now before the 
Uonili'don parliament for a charter for a 
railway, being a continuation of the He 1 
Hountain line, running west, parallel wiili 
and a few miles north of the boundary. 
This board Is of opinion that the grnnthig 
of such n charter will toe highly detrimental 
to British Columbia and Canada generally, 
for siieli a lino would simply tap a coua- 
Iry very rich hi minerals, making th-> 
natural outlet for the s.inio the United 
States, where It Is pixiliahle tlie snieltlug 
v,nulil be (liine. The smelting iuduslr.v Is 
('Illy next hi huiiortance to tU,' mining, 
niul .should be ponscrvi'd to Ciiiiada. This 
board has IliiMTfiire telegruplied to yiui, 
urging that the charter be refused. Thi' 
e.xart wording of the iHi.'ird's telegram is 
aM fi)lli)\vs: "I'his lioiiril resolved grunting 
of eliiirter Orhlii's exiensinn Itcd Moniitiiln 
railway highly detrimental to Hrltlsli Co 
luiubia Interests simply oiitput for our 
ores to be .smelted lu the L'lilted Ktatos.' " 

.\nd again, on .March 2, a second let- 
ter was sent Hon. .Mr. Blair, as follows: 

"When writing to you on tliiyCGtli ult., 
with refi.'rence to the applleatlon for a 
charter for the oxti'iislon of the Hed Moun- 
tain railway. I oniltteil to state that this 
board had piaeeil before it letters from 
residents of the Houndnry eountry strongly 
advoi'iitlng the grunting of the charter 
which tlil.s hoard oppose.";. Tho Icttern In 
general were from real estnte men, and tho 
only reason advanced for the granting of 
the charter was that the building of the 
proposed railway would create a boom tu 
the country and enable the writers to dis- 
pose of property, which becoming a seri- 
ous burden to tho holders; no other rea- 
son was cited, and this board decided that 
the object of a railway Blioiild he some 
thing more than the above, and Instructed 
me to telcgrnpb you its resolution opposing 
the granting of u charter to Mr. Cor- 
bin." 

The \'aneo\ivor Board of Trade at 
aboiil the same time discussed tho ques- 
tion of llio C<U'bin charter in all its bear- 
ings, the result of their dcliberatiiuis lie- 
iiig incorporntod in the following rosohi- 
lion, which was promptly transmitted to 
Ottawa: 

"Whereas a bill has been Introduced Into 
the house by Ilewltt Bostoclt, M.P., for a 
railway from Jlarcus to luii Into the Ket- 
tle lUver eountry of the dlslrlet of Yale 
and while llils hoard ile ■iiih it of the first 
Importance thai a railway shoiild he eon- 
strucied at the earlb'st pessihle time In'.o 
that district, II would Htroimly urge on the 
federal goveriinient the ifeslrahlUt.v of 
granting a charter and 'aHslslance to a 
line winning east and west through Can- 
ada In prcrerence to one running to tho 
Amerfean boundary, provided that there Is 
no delay In proceeding with coiiHtrnctlon." 

Hero the matter bud rested, the aindi- 
ciition having been refused by tlio Do- 
minion, iiiilil tlio Victoria inombers were 
on the eve of departure for Oltawii to 
discharge their sessional duties, wlien 
fliey asked fur iiisl met ions as to the 
course they shoiilil jiursiie on llie iippli- 
(.■ation being renewed this year. The 
present meeliiig was for the purpose of 
ascei'laiiiiiig the feeling of the hoard 
in order that ?ilessrs. Prior and Earlo 
might jiroeeeil in accordance with tho 
ojiiiron of the majorily of tlie city's 
business iiien. 

"To open the ball." as lio expressed it, 
Mr, A, (!. McCandloss moved that tho 
n^solutlon of the council passed ou Feb- 
ruary 25 last be rescinded, this rosolu'- 
tiou finding a secondor in Mr. O, ID, 
Ronouf. Neillior the mover nor the sec- 
onder thought fit to elaborate the tnat-

As he had had occasion, botli profes- 
sionally and as n citizen of Victoria, to 
consider this matter vor>- thoroughly, tmd 
t<i gatlier all possible information in con- 
nection with it, and feeling it to bo a 
sitlijoct deeply and directly conet^rniiig 
tho entire province of British Columbia, 
and the city of Victoria particularly, Mr. 
Bodwoll felt tliat it was his duty, as well 
as a privilege, to attend the present meet- 
ing and lay before it all tho information 
be:iring on the case, witli such reasons 
as appeared to him sound authority for 
tiie adoption of such a resolution as had 
been proposetl. Of course, ho quite anti- 
cipated tiiat all that he might say or do 
would be characterized as done or .stiid 
in the cap;icity of paid solicitor for Mr. 
t'orbin- He was Sir. (Jorhin's solicitor, 
it was ipiile true; but al the same time 
lie hoped tliiit this nieeling woulil give 
liiiii credit a.lso lor some little siiu'crity 
in the niiitter. It w:is. ;is be hiid s,ii(i, 
till.' that ho Inid supiiorlcd the apiilica- 
tioii for the charter last year, as Mr. 
Corbin's solicitor, and that he had :!;i- 
pe:ired before the railw;iy coniniittco at 
Ott:iwa and done all in liis power to ad- 
vance the a|i|ilic:ition that had been 
lilacod in his iirofessiouiil charge, but 
he woul.l not li:ive done so hail there- 
been no other ri':isoii than tlnit of a re- 
t:Miier; lie would not have advocateil (be 
granting of the charter in (piesliou as be 
had, if lie had not couseioiitiously bo- 
lieveil tluit the carrying out of the jiro- 
ject ill the niaiiiier iiroposeil would be of 
gre:it lieuelit In British Columbia, and to 
Victoria city more p.a rl icubirly. Nor in 
such an event would he be at llii' present 
meeting, ;is a nuunber of the board of 
trade, ami as a citizen of Victoria, whoso 
entire interests were iilentilied with the 
pro.'^perity of this city and province, were 
he actuated solely by the fact that lie 
had served Mr. Corhin in tho capacity of 
solicitor. In connection with tlie case 
at issue, ho nolod that grave misconcep- 
tions of the facts e.xistod. To set these 
right he might bo pardoned if lie tros- 
passod longer upon tho time of the moot- 
ing than he would othorwse. To illus- 
trate how grave a lack of correct infor- 
mation on the subject existed, he might 
point to an otlitorial in the Colonist of 
the morning (reprinted from March 2), 
in which the followiu.g passnge occurred : 
" It is simply a project intended for jio 
other purpose thofl to draw away from 
British Columbia the trade that will bo 
developed largely because of the - con- 
struction of railways within the province. 
Tho Corbin railway, as it is called, is a 
Washington enterprise, having both its 
termini in that state." 

This view was utterly and entirely in- 
corroi'f. Tin- road as it was projected 
siarteil at .Xorthport, in the state of 
W:ishiiig|on. ,-11111 went to Cascad(> City, 
across Hie boundary lino, crossed the 
boundary line again at Carson City, and 
then followed the Kettle river northward 
it, to the Bouiuhiry (^rcek district, whore 
it icrniinated. This assuredly did not 
bring both termini in the state of Wash- 
ington, Again another editorial in the 
same paper said: 

" Tlio facts of the case aro that there 
is an important mine in the state of 
Wiishingtoii at what is called Republic. 
It is a producing mine. It is without 
railway communication, Speaking in 
regiird to the probability of his con- 
si riicliiig a railway to "Republic ns n 
branch of the (ireat Northern, President 
Hill of that road said lo the editor of 
the .Seattle Times a few weeks ago, and 
the editor iiriiitcd the statement in his 
I'aper, that there was not enougli busi- 
ness at Republic to warrant tlie con- 
slruclion of a r:iilway to tliat point, bo- 
caiiso there would be no ore to liiitil 
away, and the passenger and merchan- 
dise luisiiiess would nol be sullicieiit to 
keep a railway going. If a raihvay is to 
be Iiuilt from Marcus, in the stale of 
Washington, lo Repiililic, in the stale nf 
Wasliiiigfon, it must bo so located as to 
secure the hiiuliiig of or(>, or no one will 
put up the money. Wc are told that 
Mr. Corbin is a very public-Hpl.itod 
gcntleinnu, and simply wants pennisHlon 
to build railways without asking for a 
stihsidy; but this connoction with the 
Boundary country, which ho asks parlia-

ment to givL' him, is hia subsidy. "With 
this he can ko to the luouoy nmikot mid 
Ciiunce the railway. 'VVilhout it he eiiu- 
not. TUut is to siiy, tlie board oC trade 
is to be asked to-duy to lend its aid to 
hand over to the Gorbiu project the 
■hniilnge of the Boundary Creels ores in 
■order that he luiiy be able to induce 
liuancieri to put ujj the money io build a 
railway from Mukus to Uepublic. Tins 
will be a development railway ror a por- 
tion of the Btiitu of '^Vashingtoa, and its 
oonstruetion will be nmde |)ossiblp by 
■what is equivalent to a direct bonus from 
the proviuee of British Columbia." 

But here uf,ain the Colonist was 
•wrong. The road was not to be built 
froui Marcus to Kepublic; nor from 
Nortbport to Cascade City. It was an- 
other uiis Htateiiient of fact, jiidioatiiiK a 
SrievouM niisappriJiensiou of the snliject. 
There were several niLues fonniuf,' a 
group at -Kejiublio, and if this contemplat- 
ed Kettle lliyer road were built, it waH 
quite .probable that a bruucli line would 
be run 'dowti to Uepublic; thiH did uot 
by aoy oienns indicate that the roud 
would be continued to Mercus or Spo- 
kane. Indeed it was fur more to be an- 
ticipated that the oren of the Uepublic 
camp would lind their wttj* to British Co- 
iumbitt for treatment 

They were of audi a, oharucior that 
they xequired to be mixed with the same 
llu.xcs as the ores of the Boundary Creek 
camp, and hence if .the branch to Ite- 
public were budt on the completion of 
this present projected rond, it was to be 
expected that a great part of the lle- 
puttlic ores would be sent to British (Co- 
lumbia for smoltint'. There was, he 
would say positively, and with a full 
Itnowlcdge of Sir. Corbiifs plans, abso- 
lutely no such scheme in view as huild- 
iu;; a roud from Uepublic to Jlarcus or 
.iiiywhere else, to take the ores of lh(' 
Boundary country south — alth(nif,'li as he 
had said, Mr. Gorbin did ooiiteiiiplale a 
branch down Curlew creek to the Ite- 
public camp, and the hauling of the Ue- 
public ores uortli for treatment. 

I'roceecling, Mr. Bodw(;ll referred to 
ilr. Corbin's past railway enterprises in 
the Kuutenay cuiinlry and the benefit 
Uiat they had been in the development of 
that district, tin.' Ked Mountain road 
from Nortbport to Uosslaiid baviuK been 
built without any lionns whatever, while 
the Nelson & Fort Sheppard received a 
land Krant from the provincial authori- 
ties. It was iiiinece.s.sary for hiui tii re- 
cite the benelits that had accrued to Uie 
Kuotenay country, and indirectly to all 
British Columbia through these several 
roads, and Mr. Oorbin' now aimed to 
create still another avenue of service in 
the development of the mineral areas of 
Southern British Columbia. 

The croolsedness of tlio projected road 
had been frequently eonimonted upon, 
and this Mr. Bodwell explained, was due 
to the fact that the country to be pene- 
trated was of a particularly abrupt and 
mountainous character, it being neces- 
sary in conseciuence to follow the Kettle 
Uiver valley by which a one per cent. 
>;rade was to !»■ obtained, and which 
therefore made llie pmjei-t of bulldiiiK 
the road n beller business proposition. 

.Mr. Corbin's whole purpose in the mat- 
ter was ei<seiilially l)usinessliUi', and had 
the charter been f,'raiited last year the 
road would by this lime have been com- 
pleted and in operation. 'I'raciag the 
route prciiiused to be rolliiwe<l. .Mr. Bod- 
well showed tliiil out of a total lenstli 
of 70 miles, about oU or miles were 
in British Columbia. It was .Mr. Corbin's 
plan, be reiterated, to builil and operate 
the road wiih his own money, us a pure- 
ly t'oiiunereial spi'culation. And then?- 
fori' he deserved evei y assistami; and eii- 
couragemeui al the liands oi' British 
Columbians and all inleresled in the de- 
velopment of tlioir country. 

At present iiU freights going into thi? 
Boundary country had cither to be team- 
ed from Midway or else hauled in wag- 
ons from Penticton— a wagon haul in any 
event Under such conditions the cost 
of getting in supplies was necessarily 
great As to the rcBources of the Boun- 
dary country, tliey wore indeed inaKuifi- 
cent. The amount of ore existing there 
was fiomethin enormous; men well (piali- 
lied to ex|)ress an authoritative opinion 
declared that in a very few years the 
output of the Boundary country wcnild 
be more than those of tlie Kootenay and 
the Slocan together. And when it was 
remembered tliat K(joI en.-ij- alone ijro- 
duccd over a milliun and a half last 
year, om? might gather a faint idea of 
the immensity of the Itoundnry count ry'.s 
resources. 

The ore of the Boundary eoiuilry was 
as a general rule low grade — imt so v.alu- 
ahle as the ore of the KootiMiay, but in 
iidinitely greater bodies. And in this 
e(nineetion the fact should not be lost 
sight of that the development ' of a low 
grade ore disliii'l was infinitely more ail- 
vantauM'ous to a country g(>nerally than 
that of a high grade ore district. .More 
ini'ii bad necessarily to bi' employed, anil 
more money w:is thus expended for sup- 
plies. The miner was everywhere 
known as a good s|M'nder, ami his aver- 
ugi? earning of .'jl.SDO per y(>ar was almost 
always spent at once. Tlie result \vas 
a favorable distribution, u large popula- 
tion, and the prosperity u£ all business 
interests. 

But the ore of the Boundary country, 
bciag low grade, could not possibly bi' 
developed as it should be and in a man- 
ner profitable to the claim owners and 
boneftcial to the country, unless cheap 
transportation was first obtained, for 
the introduction of nmchinory and the 
bringing in of siipplii's. Otherwise it 
WHS only possible for the highest grade 
ore propositions |o be opened up. 

And lieiein lay th(> danger to the coun- 
try of allowing it to be (-oulndled by 
one railway eonipany. 'l'h(\v found a 
better profit naturally in hauling limited 
quantity of freight at a high rate than 
in handling large (piantities at a low 
figure, and without the incentive of com- 
petition they would assuredly make a 
rate that would only permit the operation 
of those mini's tint ennld jiav good 
freight and s;::; i,,,,:^- .•;.,■,.>■> .;ul of iheir 
ores. 

And as to the Itoimdary <^"ri<ek country 
pnrtieulfirly it w.as <'ertain that if a roall 
did not go in from the south, the V. It. 
would continue to control. Tliev now 
had all the iiassi's through the 'Uoeky 
inount.'iins. and altho'iL'li niiinin-; rights 
were ^accorded oIIhm- lines throngli the 
(Jrow's Nest I'ass. the concession was of 
ir.on; value flieorelieally than actually. 
The Canadian I'acilie raihvay had last 
year bought Ihi! Columbia j'i.- 'Western 
charter from Mr. Heinze, ho that tliey 
\voul(l hav(! a He<.'oiidary ni.airi line riiu- 
jiiig through the country from the 
•Crow'H Nest Bass. Tlic> (Jrand Trunk 
railway, flip Canadian Baeilic railway'a 
great national rival, could not build into 
the country thrfiugli either the Ki(d;ing 
Horse or the Crow's Nost Pass, nor 
<70uld any other company build In frfun 
the Coast. for>tho Canadian Paeific mil- 
wny, would effectually tic up their sys- 
tem at one end's , . ■, ,. • 

The Oorbin gy»tcm.'waB the Crand 
Trunk rallwnj's /ootliold in Kootenay, 
and heroin alone vrais the" Opportunity of 
obtaining compctltiin, , TTjithout which 
ihore could not bo low rates.

had been for the paj-pose of diverting 
trade tc Spokane at the expense of Can- 
ada, it might be susd that origiually the 
people of Kooten.iy went to Spokane 
for a cousiderable portion of their suji- 
plie.s because it was home to thcui, and 
ui tlie second .place because the Ameri- 
cans were the only ones who had learned 
at that time the necessities of the conu- 
iry, and were prepared to supply them. 

'I'bal da.v had paused, however, and at 
jiri-'sent Canadians ^vere doing DU per 
cent, of the Jvouteuay trade. In support 
of this statement lie (juoted the collector 
of customs at Uosslaud and the secretary 
of the hoard of trade of that city. Their 
statements were obtaiiieil a year ago. 
but the assurance was had that the pro- 
portious of the trade had not chauged 
materially at the intcrveuing period. 
At the present time he was authoritat- 
ively informed that of oil the goods 
going into Boaslaud over the Spokaue & 
Northern, (520,000 pounds in three 
mouths was Cauadian goods in bond. 

Nine out of every ten cars hauled over 
that road to Nelson and Bbsslaud were 
Canadian «irs in bond, and this was 
easily understood, for the Grand Trunk 
eiitiy pusaed to the Northern Pacific rail- 
way's competitor in the East, had its 
own line to Chicago, with a running ar- 
rangement thence to St. Paul. And at 
St. Paul the cars in bond were conveni- 
ently passed to hte Northern Poeific rail- 
way, \vhich delivered them in turn to 
the Corbiii road ut Spokane, Grand 
'J'ruiik freight going in this manner to 
Nelson and Uossland, 

And the same conditions would natur- 
ally prevail iu the Boundary country, 
the Caiiiidian goods holding tin.' trade, 
•■nul railway connection with the United 
States uever being able to alter the con- 
ditions. 'I'be rate of duly was always a 
sulllcient protection to the Canadian ai-- 
ticle, and at any time it was found that 
the tariff was iiisulllcieut to afford this 
proleetioii, the remedy was very eon- 
ycnient— in a re-adjustment of the tar- 
ill. If the (hity would not protect, the 
cutting off of this railway wonid assur- 
edly have no ell'ect in ineventing Am- 
erican goods going iu. 

If the .\merican articles were to go in 
the fact of this road not being built 
would not liee|i them out. The CJan.idian 
I'arilic railway would, indeed, be finind 
qnile ready and willing to handle all the 
business of this class olTering. 'I'he ("an- 
adian I'aeilic railway had now its agents 
in every part of the Ilniti'd States who 
were alert and on the lookuul for freights 
for Oiiuuda; the Canadian Pacilie rail- 
way owned iu its own name over 2,U(I0 
miles of road in the United Stales for 
which business hud to be made; and if 
there were shipments of American goods 
to come into British Columbia the Can- 
adian Pacific railway would be found 
ready and eager to deliver. 

The final argument against this pro- 
jected Kettle, Uiver railway was that 
\vith it constructed British Columbia ores 
would be taken to an American smelter, 
to contribute to n foreign countrj- at the 
e.vpense of our own. This was a very 
easy thing to say— but the facts did not 
justify its being put forward. As in 
the case of Ainerietui goods incoming, 
if British Columbia ores were to be more 
prolitably treated ae. tiss the line the 
Canadian I'aeilic raihvay would ho found 
quite capable and willing to haul them 
to one or other of the Aiiieriean smelters 
— Nortli[)orl. Omaha, Kverett, Taconia or 
Puebla. 'J'lie Canadian Pacific railway 
was indeed hauling ore to the Amoricaii 
.suieltcr>, every day- it was business for 
it to do so. And it this projected road 
were not built, and it were fomid that 
the ori's of the Boundary country wouio 
have to go to American smelters for 
trealnient, the t;anadian Paeilic railway 
would be found on hand to haul the ore 
out of the province — but at a higher rate 
than if they had the competition pro- 
posed. 

.Vs fur himself, he w.'is quite conlideni 
that the Boiimlary Creek ores wonhl be 
smelted ill home in any (fvi-nl. .Mr, Cor- 
biii did not want the hauling of ores out. 
There was no money in it in comparison 
with the money to be made in carrying 
geuenil merchandise into a settled and 
prosperous country, and it was therefore 
to Mr. Corbin's interest fo build up eoni- 
n.uniticB iu the Boundary country and 
have the ores treated there so that he 
could do his share of tlie carrying in of 
goods to those cummunities. Iu consid- 
eriiiB the question of ore treatment, it 
^^•ollld hnve to be remeuibcred that the 
ores of Kootenuy could not be consider- 
eil in ctunparison with those of the Boun- 
il.irv <ounlry. The former wore very si- 
lieiijus. and for their smelting lime and 
iron lliixes were a lirsl necessity, so that 
the (ire had Iu he liaiileil to "the lime 
and iron, or vice versa— the iron and 
lime must lie Iironght to the ore. 

The lionndary (h'eek ores, (m the 
contra r.v. are self-lliixing, carrying in 
llieinselvcs all the lime ami iron nei-es- 
sary for their Ireatmenr. W'odiI an<i 
wat<'r were also j>lentilnl in llii' Hoiiii- 
d.ary country, so that the only ii'(|nisile 
III make smelling pnjlilable at (iri'en- 
wood or (Irand I'orks appeari'il to be 
e<)!;e, which al pre.-eiil eosl I 1 per Ion.

So excellout nn authority as Mr. Hod- 
ley, manager of the Hall Mines, at .\el- 
Kon, was to be cited for the assertion 
that ores conld bo treated as eheaiily at 
Boun<lary as anywhere else in America, 
II lid iiniier these cireurastances what man 
was going to send his ores out to lie 
treated ut Nortbport or any other Ameri- 
can fimelter— particularly as he could 
build a 300 ton smelter to handle his own 
on* at n cost of about .$75,1)00 '? 

The iirRuiuont that the t^irliin i-oad 
would liaul to the smelter over the line 
had heen very en'ectually disposeil of 
v.heu the matter was before tlie railway 
conmiittee last year, and he (Mr. Bod- 
well) iind in Mr. Corbin's behalf ofTered 
lo siiliiiiil a regulation— which would hi- 
pill in the charier applied for this year— 
gi-anling (he Covernor-tJeiieral-iii-coun- 
cil power 111 lix the rale to he charged 
for the h.-iuling of oio outwanl. They 
might very easily make theis rate pro 
hibitive. so that the innller was thus 
effect ually disiiosed of at once. 

But the ore would not be hauled out — 
for ecoiioiiiie reasons it would be smelted 
on the spot. 

It bad been staled that Mr. Coriiiu 
owiifid .-I l irge interest in fJio Nortbport 
.inielft'r— this he denied. Mr. Corbiu jm.f 
not a dollar iuvostod in this Rinoltor. It 
had been said that he huill: (lie Ued 
.'^lountaiii railway a.i a focdor for this 
Hnjifller— this, tw), Lo Uonled, Aud thutj 



As lo the location of the Northport 
smeller: The Ijc UoL people were cast- 
ing about for a location, and found that 
the only place in the province oli'oriug 
suitable conditions were Uosslaud, Trail 
and Waneta. Water could not bo ob- 
tained at liosslaud in sullicieiit ciuaii- 
tity; Trail had to Import limestone for 
lluxing at a cost of >fH per ton, after- 
wards jcduced to $2, while Northport 
had an abundant supply close at hand 
and which could be delivered at the 
smelter at 25 cents a ton. 

CJoncluding, Mr. Bodwell read a series 
of letters on the subject of this smelter 
locaiion, and continued that the Nortli- 
port smelter was uot a custom smelter 
now, and in any event that It was the 
property of British capitalists although 
located in the United States. He pro 
nouueed Mr. Corbin's projects the great- 
est factor in the making of Uossland, 
and thought that the road now proposed 
would give British Columbia and Vic- 
toria an impetus that they could not 
otherwise obtain, obviating monopolistic 
control of the Kootenay and Boundary 
Creek countries liy tlio Cauadian Pacilie 
railway with which working freight 
rates could not possibly be obtained. 
MU. D. U. KER. 
Mr. 1). 11. Ker, in replying &tat to Mr. 
Bodwell, expressed the fear ' that that 
gentleman was ui the unhappy position 
of the little boy who told a lie, and re- 
peated tliut lie so many times that he 
liually came to believe it as gospel truth 
himself. Mr. Bodwell had been so long 
the advocate and special pleader for Mr. 
Corbiu that he could not look upon any 
project with which that gentleman was 
identilied in an entirely uniirejudiced 
manner, lie had, however, made out the 
best case that could be olTered for the 
Coiliin applictithin, while of course ne- 
gleclmg to say anything of how the 
Boundary country was at the presenl 
time being looked alter by the conslruc- 
lion of llu' Columbia & Westeru railway 
—now being pushed to Cascade City by 
large forces of men working both day 
and niglil. 

To build the Columbia Western over 
this backbone of the country eiuailed 
very much gi eater expense than was in- 
volved in ilie (.'orliin plan, the latter 
costing something like .>1S,000 per mile, 
while the road for making the mines tri- 
bnlarv to Canada instead of lier rival 
the south would cost .fJ.S.OOlJ or .•s:itl,()UI) 
a mile— so that it would he seen the land 
graiil in this case cut a very iusigniii- 
cant ligure. Tlierc was no doubt what- 
ever in his mind that Mr. Corbin's ob- 
ject in this project was to tap the Ke- 
imblic camp, which was proving very 
rich and attractive; and if he could get 
in there and at the same time make the 
Boundary country also a feeder of his 
railway it would no doubt be a very 
good thing for him, as the line would be 
a cheap one to construct comiiaraiively. 
It would be found, however, that the Co- 
lumbia & Western met all the require- 
ments of the country, while there was 
certainly nothing to prevent the Coliini 
bia &. Western (or the ('anadiiui Pacilii 
railway— for it was really the same thing) 
from bringing the ores of the Ueiniblie 
camp for smelting on this sid<? of the 
line. 

The Columbia & W'^tern was essen- 
tially a road for the benelit of the 
whole country, as it was eveiiliially to be 
extended up to the Okaiiagaii, to Pentic- 
ton, to provide an outlet and profitable 
market for the farms of that valley, and 
make the Shiiswap iV- Ukanagan railway 
a complete and liiiancial success, so that 
instead of a losing it would speedily_ be- 
come a paving line and the province 
save some .^120,000 or .'i;:JO,OUO annually, 
while the coast at the same time gained 
a much closer and better connection with 
the mining country. 

As to the necessity of coiiiiietition in 
the iireservatioii of legitimate freight 
rates — the government had already made 
lirovisioii for the regulation of all rales, 
so that Ibis argument fell to the ground 
entirely. The (Canadian Pacific railway 
would not as a matter of business iiolicy 
antagoni/.e or seek to antagonize all 
Canada, and if they diil, tlie government 
could step iu ut any moment and apply 
the check. 

Nor was it the inteutioo of the C. P. 
U. to build railways alone for the devel- 
opment of the raining region in consid 
eration. They had a very complete and 
admirable plan for a series of smelters 
throughout the country, to treat British 
Columbia ores at home, while ho knew 
of still another smelter company with 
.$000,000 in the treasury at the present 
time, prepared to give smelter facilities 
10 the Uoundary country ut a very early 
dal(>-this country being one in wbiidi 
smelters can be operated with the great- 
est advantage, more especially as the 
Crow's Nest liiu? will enable coal or coke 
111 Iw bnnight iu cheaply. 

Nor was the siiicltiug industry standing 
still in British Columbia by any means. 
'I'lii- smelters w(>re now putting in lead 
stamps, and an immense trade with 
China ill leail was o|ieniiig up the ulli- 
mali' |irup(irl ions of which it would be 
liaril lo i-onjectiire. nviii^^li CulMinbia 
leail, home smelied, belli- r,,, i ir.l m ihe 
Orient in oiir own Canadian sieainer:- 

.\u'ain — looking: al this railway (jues- 
lion from a federal slandpoiiil — the Do- 
minion Lrovernnienl at the present time 
was making a great elTorl to open iqi 
anil settle the agrienllni-.-il areas of the 
.Northwesl and .Manitoba. A most ad- 
vanlageoiis market was found in this 
1 '.oiinil.'i ry Ci eek mining region, ilirei'tly 
to the south ol which— over Ihe line — 
lies an am'iciiltiiral disirici in Ihe United 
Stales. Willi the road proposed by .Mr. 
t'lirliin it Wiiiild be unfair to expect our 
own fanners and those of .Manitoba and 
the Noilhwesl to compete with their 
.Vmerican rivals closer at hand, wliil 
with the ("anadian Paeilic railway's sev 
oral systems iu operation the mining and 
the agricultural districts in question 
might very well be developed to b 
iniituully supporting. 

The groat point for Victoria, however 
appeared to him to bo— how are we of 
Victoria to derive any benefit from this 
so-called competing line. In his own 
business he did not find low rates the 
result of cofupctition. Go to the tele- 
phone to-day in Victoria and ask the 
Great Northern, the Northern Pacific or 
the Canadian Pacific railway for* rates 
to some particular point, and what 
would 1)0 found? You would got the 
same rate from all. The belief that 
competition induced rediiclion of rates 
was very erroneous when applied in jn-ac- 
tice-it only induced combination. He 
kni'w whereof he spoke in this niiitler, 
for he was perhaps the heaviest shijiper 
of any jiresent. 

.Mr. Bodwell had endeavored to lead 
the meeting to believe that there was 
praiticiilly no American goods in the 
Kootenay eoiintr.v, yet statistics showed 
that the great bulk of the supplies for 
Uossland, Nelson and Kaslo came from 
American towns. The hauling of the 
liritish (Columbia ores out for smelting 
to N'ortbiioi t or some other of the Ameri- 
can towns nii'ant what'y Sinipiv so much 
more in Ihe imekets of the .fOri.OOO.dOO 
.\merican smelting trust (hat had recent- 
ly been foriijed— depleting the mines of 
this province without any adequate ad- 
vanlage to its inhabitants. 

ile pointed in this connection to (hp 
ex-p<-rience of Oniario in lumbering. On- 
tario had made no efforts to safeguard 



its forests from American depredalious, 
and as a result found now to ils dismay 
that they had stuuipa alone left and has- 
tened to put on an export duly now that 
the damage had been done, lie thought 
British Columbia niiglit learn from the 
experience of the sister province, and 
lock the door before — ratlii-r than iifler 
—the horse was stolen. 

MU. JOSHUA DAVIICS. 
Mr. Davies, as last year, w-as found 
opposed to the granting of a charter to 
Mr. Corbiu for h.s Kettle Uiver railway 
project. He was opposed to it as a Brit- 
ish Columbian of thirty-eight years' 
standing, and all wlio.se iuteiests were in 
the province; and he <vas opposed lo it 
as one not inleresled in any railways, 
or merchandise thai would he heiielited 
through the carrying out of any of the 
particular projects under discussion. In 
order that he might not be giiilly of re- 
petition Ik; had prepared for ptesciila- 
tion at this meeting his views, which 
with iiermission, he would read. They 
were as follows: 

"The notice of meeUng of to-day -was 
only received on Saturday afternoon so 
that there has been hardly sulllcienl time 
given for examining .lioroiiglily into all 
the points which bear upon the ohjeel 
of tills meeting as to the advisability 
of supporting an iijiplication for a charier 
from the Dominion government for a rail- 
way from some jioint in the United 
States into the Uoundary country iiy Uie 
way of Kettle Uiver valley. 

"It must be distinctly shown wherein 
changed conditions warrant the board in 
nullifying the action of last year. It 
must always bo considered that the ac- 
tion of the legislative assembly was in 
keeping with the report made by this 
board; that was, that no railway charter 
should be granted in the province of 
British Coliinibiii, unless they had first 
the saiiciion of the legislature of the 
lirovince. 

'"file legislation of this year would in- 
ilicale that provincial rights would be in- 
sisted upon and the Dominion govern- 
ment should not grant a charter unless 
it was lirst brought before the legislative 
assembly of the province. 

"The action of the hoard of aldermen, 
whose duties must be conliiieil to local 
issues, was ciataiiily niislaken upon llieir 
part, as it is douhlliil whether any single 
member of that body knew enough about 
the Boundary country to intelligently dis- 
cuss the suliject. It is doubtful whether 
any of its menilieis had ever visited the 
country iiniler il isciission ; anyway they 
had no authorily over the eilizens of 
Victoria to interfen.' or lo give an opin- 
ion upon questions alTeetiiig enterprises 
outside the city of \'ictnria. 

".Mr. Corbiu has n-ceived much praise 
for his building of the Nelson & Port 
Sheppard railway and the Ued Mountain 
railway. Certainly he is entitled to some 
credit, but those railways were built 
entirely in the intoroRts of the corpora- 
tions that he i-cprcsented. The Spokane 
Kalis & Northern railway was built frmii 
Spokane to Marcus and was certainly not 
profitable until the lines were extended 
into British Colnmhin. In fact the coun- 
try through which that road ran was not 
suillciently developed to give sufllcient 
trade for the line and unless tho roads 
were extended into the mining regions of 
the province to-day, that road would not 
pay. 

"Tho building of the Nelson & h'ort 
Shepiiard raihvay was much assisted hy 
the efforts of Victorians ami possibly 
other British Olumbians. Tho right of 
way was given free; its terminal points 
and way stations; its timber, the timber 
reiiiiireii for its construction were also 
given free, and bosidea which tho road 
was subsidized hy the province by the 
gift of 10,210 aeri>s per mile over its liO 
miles of road, aggregating over ('>00,000 
acres. It was shown that there was not 
siilileienl land on the Nelson & Port 
iSheiipanl line to comply with the land 
gram and subsequently the government 
gave lands west of Ihe Colninbia river, 
termed lieu lands, which encircle the city 
of Uossland and covered a block of land 
extending from the east side of the Co- 
lumbia river, westward for alMJut Ki 
miles, a jiart of the i-ountry whudi the 
Nelson & Fort Sheppard did not touch. 

"The -Nelson it I'^orl Sheppard when 
coniiileted and reached Nelson had .n 
great carrying trade of goods into that 
roiintry ami its out-gidng freight com- 
prised the rich lead ores from the Slo- 
can. Ijiiler on the Uossland camp was 
developed and large quantities of ore 
were being shipped to the American 
siiKdters. 

"August P. Hclnzc built a smelter at 
Trail and a narrow gauge railway from 
that iioiiil to Uossland and had contract- 
ed for the smelting of 75,000 tons of the 
he Uoi ore. Tho smelting charges bad 
been $V.\. put under contract the trans- 
portation from the- mines and smelting 
ore was reduced to $11 per ton.- 

"It was ou account of the Heinzo en- 
terprise that the Oorbin management was 
forced to build the Ked Mouutaiu road 
and later the strong opposition of the 
railway company, combined with the I.o 
Uoi Mining Company, brought about the 
ereelion ol a smelter at Northport Tho 
fact tlial the llein:;c smelter at Trail 
iniisl lost; the output of the he Uoi mine 
made it almost (certain tliat the Ileinze 
Mill iter would be a losing enterprise, and 
subsequently his railway and smelting 
interests were sold to the present corpor- 
ation. 

"1 have ascertained that the last year's 
ore tonnage from the Uossland camp to 
Trail aggregated over •f(),()l)U tons, the 
laigest shiiijier being the War lOagle, 
ainoiiiiting to U|nvards of ;!>S,l)00 tons 
and the he Uoi rnrnishiiig '.HID and all 
the other mines the remainder. The ship- 
meiiLs to the Nortli|iort smeller from the 
U' Uoi exciM'ded (i7,nU() lolls and from 
all other mines alioiil l,;!l)lt, Ihe total ton- 
nage lo the I'liiled Stales smelters 
amount iiig lo nearly 70,01)0, while to the 
('anadian smelter less than ■17,I)()U Ions, 
'file total sbipmenis of ore from Uoss- 
land iliiriiig bSIIS exeei'ded liri.HIJO tons, 
less than half of which found its way 
to Canadian smelters. 

'■I have been told that the pay roll at 
'frail amounted to nearly .$120,000 for 
1.S08 and other disbursements amounted 
to nearly ,$;!7r),(Mll) besides an expendi- 
ture for ori' of $,'i,">l,UU(), making a total 
disbursement of over .$1,000,000. i'ou. 
will therefore readily see how necessary 
it is that the smelting of the ores of the 
country shall, if possible, be kept witliin 
the province. 

"'1 here was no necessity for buildinft 
the smelter at .Northport, ton miles below 
the boundary line; nor was there any ue- 
cessily of the Ued .Mountain railway to 
liave bi;en built partly in the United 
States and partly in British Columbia 
for the reason tlmt a better line grade 
could have been fcund wltliin the piof- 
ince of British Columbia. The extension 



enacted entirely for the interests of their 
own people. 

"The smelting and refining of our min- 
erals means proliting to the great labor 
market free to all, which would cer- 
tainly -•idd to the increase of our traile. 
The Canadian I'acilie railway is built 
entirely within the Dominion and their 
success indicates our prosperity. We 
have had the Slocan and Uossland canqis 
furnishing large tonnages of ore and we 
have the prospects of Jflast Kootenay as 
well as the Boundary district 'becoming 
1-ugo shipping centres. The Slocan and 
ISast Kootenay are both furnishiug ores 
whose base metal is lead, upon which the 
United States charges a duty of IVic. per 
pouml upon its lead contents aud ^Vsc. 
per pound when the lead ores are treated 
in our smelters and tho product shipped 
as bullion. Our ])riiieipal market for the 
high grade ores are lo Ihe smelters of 
the United States; our millers are |)re- 
veiited in working the lower grade lead 
ores on accoiiiil of the excessive duty 
and the [loor fecilities that we have at 
present in treating the lead ores to a 
commercial product, there being no re- 
linery in the Dominion, besides which 
the ciioinioiis capital invested iu Ih 
smelling industry in the United State 
makes il inipossibi* for any corporation 
unless backed by millions of dollars to 
coinpele for ihc' business. 

'"Ihe smellers al .Nelson and 'frail are 
often eloseil down for the reason of lack 
of ore. I5otli Ihi'Se camps iiroiluee ore 
with a copper base, which are free lo 
Ciller Ihe UnitcHl Stales. Both these eii- 
tcriiriscs aie not now in oiieralion, llie 
siiii'ller at Nelson being forced to rely 
upon the ouliiul of their own mines, 
while the Trail smelter, which is also 
closed down, had lo rely upon the oiil- 
|)Ut of the War Kagle, wliieli at presenl 
is nut shipping, 'i'he shipments of last 
week were quoted in our newspapers as 
2,1200 tons to tho Northport smelter, and 
58 tons to the Trail smelter. 

"The building of the roud now under 
discussiou menus merely to add to the 
facilities of the Northport smelter, 
capture the larger quantities of copiier 
ores, by reason of the mine boiug owned, 
more or less, by Americans, and further 
that probably the main object of the 
buidiiig of tills line of raihvay along 111 
Kettle Uiver valley is for the jiiirpose of 
reaching ihe Uepublic camp in the state 
of Washington, siuiale about 20 miles 
south of the boundary. It is doublfnl 
whether our mines are sufllcicntly devel 
oped al presenl to be able to furnish 10(1 
tons of ore per day. 

"It is a well known fact that copper 
(U'es are most sought after and that the 
general use of copp("r is so marked that 
ihe price has reached, at present, a high 
ligure. 

'"I he lirsl smeller erected in the jirov 
ince, located al Pilot Jiay, paiil .$h}.7; 
per ton for its coke — to-day coke from the 
Crow's Nest is landed al Nelson and 
Trail for .$7.25 and coal al •$.">, and no 
doubt, if supiilied under eonlracL 
smellera would be much less; freight 
rates being .$2.2") as against .$2 when th 
coke came from Uossliii. 

'"file road now beliii; constructed from 
the Uobson country, I am told, will be 
coniplcled in the specified time and that 
over 02 per cent, of the grading is now 
completed. 'J'liis road has been subsi- 
dized by and located within the province 
and I am credibly informed, will have 
cost not less than .$32,000 jier mile. This 
line of road, no matter wherf it touches, 
will benelil some point which will furnish 
trade to our merchauts, and it seems ah 
surd that our people should consider for 
one moment the supporting of au appli 
caliou for a charter which will come iu 
direct competition and whose efforts must 
be to our detriment In carrying and 
smelting .ores out of the country, especi- 
ally wheu every precaution has been 
taken by the Dominion government to 
prevent excessive freight charges. 

"It is certainly of national importance 
that both our transportation and mineral 
interests, in all their diflerent branches, 
should be conserved to die people of Can- 
ada and the stronger these coriiorations 
are the blotter able our peojile will bo to 
make these enterprises of value. 

''The action of the legislature this year 
ileinonslrates the fact that provincial in- 
terests should not only be iiroleeted but 
such iirojeels of lueridy local concern 
should be lirsl directed through our leg- 
islature. Upon thcsi' priiiei|)les tJiere 
ought not lo be two oiiinions and the 
board should be careful not lo stultify 
their action of last year by making any 
change. 

"Canadian labor should be |)Ut u|)on 
an eqiialily with .American Labor and we 
should demand a belter i>ositioii for the 
Canailian labor, especially when dealing 
witli the manufacture of the natural pro- 
ducts of thiiiada. Such coiidilioiis should 
be afforded Caiiadhins to- manufaeliire 
their own raw material at home and 
sell it in the American market instead of 
taking that raw material across the line 
and ijiaiiiifaetnring il then — buying the 
linisbed product. 

"A w'brd ii|ion the Xorlhpor; snudter. 
ft was pointed out, both to .Mr. C'orbiii 
and till! l.-e Uoi iiianagemeiil that tin- 
building of a smeller at Norlhporl 
Would be considered a menace lo Can- 
adian intereslH. The mailer ol erecting 
a smelter uiioii the Canadian side was 
fully gone into and ut one time it a|)- 
peared as though tho Lo Roi snudter 
would be located on the Canadian side. 
The Rosslnnd Miner had advocated its 
being placed at a place called Saywnrd, 
where the best water power and slii|i- 
piug facilities could be had and where 
sutlicicnt ground could be obtained us a 
gift Tho only objection offered was the 
question whether lime rock could bo ob- 
tained near at hand, and upon investiga- 
tion it was asccrtahied such lime ro<d; 
was upon the grouad at a place culled 
'Pug' mine. 

"The Northport smelter was looked 
uiion as a political movement by the 
then management of the he Koi niine, 
assisted by the (,'orbiu interests, who 
owned the town of .Norlbpoit. 

"If the railway line, now projected, is 
built it will only be for the bringing 
of the i«pper ores of Boundary Crook lo 
.Northport. The curs returning will take] 
American inorchandisc to the Boundary 
country." j

Or was 
there any competition In the real sons.'

There was not. The competition wlll-o' 
the-wls]) was very iillurlng no doubt, but 
it would be of "more iiclvaiitage to the 
pwiile of lirltlsh Columbia to look about 
tor the Ijosl menus of niaUIng their coun- 
try contribute to tlie prosperity of Its 
own people, and think very seriously be- 
fore lending aid to get this road In from 
the south.

The report has n.n 
been published, but the outlines of the 
conclusions ri'arheii have for some time 
been known lo the laibllc.

London, March 2i).— In the course of dls 
cusslon In supply in the House of Comnlou^ 
to-day the secretary of state for the colon 
les, Mr. Chamberlain, replied, to several 
colonial questions raised. 

In regard to the Held contract wltV 
Newfoi\ndland, he siild that to have dis 
allowed or delayed It would have been a 
tremendous Interference upon the part of 
the Imperial government with a selt-gov 
crulng colony, and either ciiurse would Inn 
brought the colony Into bankruptcy, fo 
which he would have been held responslbli: 
Continuing, Mr. Chamberlain remarked 
that although he shared largely lu the 
oi)lnlou in regard to the flnauclal unsoun 1- 
ness of the contract, possibly he ml};hl no: 
be right. The goverumeiit, however, had 
made u painful adndsslon that It was In 
capable of efllclenliy carrying out the hu■^'l• 
operations which were lu'.nded over to a 
contractor, whom he believed to he a com- 
petent and honorable man. 

Speaklnt,- of the West Indies, Mr. Chaiu- 
berlahi said he thiiusjlit Ir was lm|)OHSliil' 
to give tliesc! islands r(.>pre.sentatli)n in th" 
government. It would be absurd, he adde<l 
to universally enfranchise llie negro. The 
experience with tlie Port of Spain (Trini- 
dad) municipal council, the colonial minis 
tor poluttd out, luid not encouraged ex- 
tension in that direction, and the prevail- 
ing system under the control of the coliiu- 
lal offlce was the best which could be 
adopted nnder the present circumstances. 

Touching on the Transvaal iiuestlon, .Mr. 
Chamberlain snld that net one of I'resld-.'nl 
Krnger's promifiea to remedy grievances 
had been fulllllcd. lleferriug to the speech 
delivered by rresldent Kruger at Heldel- 
bcig on Friday last, during which tie.' 
president emphaslod the necessity of retain- 
ing the dynamite monopoly, because th.; 
South Atricau republic, bidng an Inland 
state, might be cut oil from the supplies of 
explosives in the event of trouble with any 
of the powers, and during which he als) 
announced ids intention to modify the min- 
ing laws and t.) reduce the perlr;:i Ot ttn ap- 
plicant to full bui:;,''ncrsnlp froiu 14 to !> 
years' rt's^,',pn(,£,^ jjfr. chanibcrlaln said Ihe 
PVOWIhCs were all lUuswi'y. The proposed 
elinnge In the friuiehlse was not o£ th; 
slightest value, while dynumlte was still 
a monopoly and there bad been no advance 
toward remedying other grievances. Con 
tinning, Mr. Chamberlain ossertpd that It 
President Krager would give the Johan 
nesburgera a real muulclpullty, with con 
tiol of their educational spstem and civil 
police, as be could do without the sUghtea; 
derogation to the interests and dignity of 
the Traobvnal, he would remove nine out 
of ten of the Ultlnndcrs' grievances. (!reat 
lirltaln, Mr. Chamberlain then pointed out 
eoidd only interv(;ne in the event of .-i 
breach of the I.iimloii cou\-entl(m, or If th. 
comity of anlloiis was not observed. 

As the parmomit power in South Afiieii

.\(> Little Einliarrassmciit. 

itoad men are complaining of the way 
they nro paid for their services In the \m\y 
11c highway, and their complaint la Just nod 
right. A man who has, say, 10 days' work 
tu his credit must sign a voucher and it Is 
sent down for payment by the road super- 
intendent. In the course of time, and it 
may be weeks, the cheque comes back. 
Meantime the man Is no longer workin,: 
for the government, but is staying at a 
hotel waiting for his money to pay 
board, etc. It often happens that a few- 
extra men are needed for n few days only 
to help lu raising ii bridge for Instance. 
They apply to the foreman for work ami 
are employed. They Have no place to stoji. 
and perhaps need a pair of boots or ov 
alls. The foreman goes with them, as the 
cnstom has been hcret.ifore, anil says to 
file liotelkeeper or nierchant: "This mai 
Is a stranger to all of us, but he Is work 
Ing for the government; when hi^'s paid, 
I'll see that you are." But, as It now Is, a 
stranger works, say, a week; bis time u 
given him, and a government cheque l« 
eventually sent him drawn to his order, 
He can take a night train and leave at any 
time. His bills may or moy not be paid. 
Certainly some other than the present way 
should be adopted for paying off road men.

Runt from Log Cabin, milking the trip 
of GO miles in 2% 'days, encountering en 
route some very severe weather. Mr. 
(!rnlmm is very Inisy arranging tempor- 
ary quarters, which for tlio present are 
locutod on I'earl street, between First 
niid Second, adjoining Mr. Monro's and 
,T. H. Browuleo's present locations. 

Several blocks liave been reserved by 
tlic gold coinuiissioner for imblic build- 
ings, including hospitals, schools and 
gaols, in different parts of tlio town, coU' 
vt!iiient in every rcsp(?ct. Muoli credit 
is due to tlie energetic and able way in 
wliicli Mr. (;r:ili:uii copes with the pros 
out soinewliat ilillicult situation existing 
in Atlin liere ti)-day, and it can bo safely 
siiid tliat tlie governineut could not have 
eliusen a more uble or more popular man. 
Hundreds of pi^ople are curious to see the 
record books, but It seems likely that 
their welshes will Jiot be gratified for 
some time to come. 

Mr. .1. II. Briiwnlee has been very busy 
tlie last few days attending to the survey 
and i>laeing peo|ile on vacant lots to 
avoid trouble. .Mr. Hrownlcc is looking 
well, tuid seems to enjoy his daily work. 

Yesterday ob First • street occurred a 
case of lot-jumping, where some new 
arrivals made themselves conspicuous by 
jumping Dr. Phillips' lot on which he 
liad located, some time last winter. The 
synipatliies of the jiionecrs of Atlin 
were decidedly in favor of the first 
locators, who" li;id gone to a large ex- 
pense iu erecting homes for tlieinselves, 
and it was not long before a nninber of 
(leterinincd nicii liad collected together 
and removed the junipers. 

Tlie .funeaii trail has not as yet de- 
ve!o|ietl into a very popular route, as up 
to date only two parlies had arrived jji 
this place over tli;it trail, ami from the 
rejiorls lliat tliey give of il, wliich are 
anything but favorable, it does not seem 
lilicly that it will be well patronized. 

.\llin will be well supplied with lioiise 
material, as there are ;it present two 
mills running and three more on the 
build and will be read.v for work in a 
week yr so, tlio price of lumber being 
from ,'?100 to 'fl'^O per thousand feet for 
rough Inmber. 

rVtlin lias also a large nivnlljer of 
saloons and hotels on tlie way to oom- 
pletiou— iu faot, it is beginning to look 
fionietliiiig like a town, \j. D. Kinney's 
large mercantile exchange looms up in 
the centre, the liighost spot iu the town. 
This i.'i the largest frnine building erecteil 
So fur, lieing cut up into olUees for cus- 
tom brokers, mining brokers, lawycr.s, 
etc., and looks as if it wili be a very 
busy place, # too. 

Log Cabin, the port of entry, wlicre 
the l3ominion custom liouso olUeials and 
a dotacliinent of Northwest monnted 
police are stationed, is at present a busy 
place, some hundreds of men passing 
througli every day. It is here that the 
three trails to Atlin branch off, and 
every one has to stop a day or so clear- 
ing their goods for Daw.son or .\tlin. 

Tlie i''au-tail cut-ofl' is used exehisively 
for dogs and hand-sleds, as liorses hav- 
ing tried it have either badly injured 
themselves or had to be killed from doin 

Tlie Tooehi trail, wliich is about -10 
miles longer, has been the trail mostl 
used for horses, until Within the last feu- 
days, when the weather turne<i soft and 
conseiinently the ice on tlie portages 
broke in so much that the majority of 
the horses are taking the nll-"wat€r route 
down Lake Bennclt and up Taku Arm, 
whore they can haul a much heavier load 
but take about four days longer, and 
ruu no risks of breaking sleighs or in- 
j'uring horses so much. 

The railway has stopped running to 
the summit, and only goes as far as 
(janip Hency or White Pass City, on 
account of being short of hands to shovel 
snow off the track. The whole of tho 
railroad iiii'U are on stril;i', but are now 
gradually going back to work again. 

The Victoria and Vancouver men are 
predomiinint in Atlin, the principal busi- 
ness men coining from those places. 

Lake Bennett is beginning to look busy 
now, as several steamboats have started 
building. 

We are afraid tliat a majority of the 
Iicople with largo outfits coming into 
Atlin are going to bo too late to got in 
on the iee to he in Atlin by tlie opening 
of llie Ki'/ison, as this w-iiiter looks as if 
it is going to lie very sliort. 

Skagway, Alaska, March 1.5.— Have 
just arrived here from .Vtliii. Tliere are 
hundreds of hnnd-slcdders going in over 
the Faa-tail. and a largo number of men 
are at Log Cabin preparing to go in, anil 
starting over tlie otlier '.wo trails with 
horses. * 

Mr. 0. Cliffoi-d, M. P. P., and Cajit. 
.folin Irving, M. P. P„ leave in the morn- 
ing for Atlin. having arrived here to-day 
on the Danube. 

Victorians are looming up well. The 
weather hero has been mild for tho last 
week.
